Soil  and  Tetanus 

Research  in  the  regional  distribution  of  tetanus 5 the  incidence  of 
the  causal  organisms  in  different  soilT  and  the  resistance  of  ^/d-ld  strains 
of  Cl.  tetani  to  antibiotics  is  taking  place.

Clean  Air 


There  are  five  industrial  furnaces  in  the  Urban  District 5 three  of 
which  and  their  chimneys  were  given  prior  approval  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
195^*  Complaints  of  smut  and  smoke  nuisance  from  a factory  chimney  were 
investigated  during  the  year. 


The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods) (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958 


These  Regulations  make  it  an  offence  for  a vessel  in  inland  water 
ways  or  port  and  harbour  waters  to  emit  smoke  for  longer  than  a specified 
period.  No  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 


Water  Supplies 


Main  Supplies 


Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Ipswich  Corporation  Water  Undertaking, 
being  purified  by  means  of  sedimentation,  filtration  and  chlorination. 

12  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Department , during  the  year, 
for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  were 
satisfactory. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  v/ater  supplied  for  domestic  purposes 
is  0.1  parts  per  million.  The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent.

Housing  Improvement 

Two  Compulsory  House-Improvement  Areas  were  defined  and  declared 
under  the  Housing  Act  19^4  in  previous  years.  Follow-up  w^rk:  done  during 
the  year  in  respect  of  these  areas  is  shown  in  Table ^ / and  of  the 
compulsory  improvement  of  dwellings  outside  those  areas  in  Table  v*  • 

An  Improvement  Areas  is  one  which  contains  dwellings  lacking  one  or  more 
of  the  standard  amenities  but  at  least  half  of  which  are  capable  of 
improvement  to  the  full  standard. 

During  the  year  18  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  approved. 
The  small  number  of  applications  received  during  the  year  is  disappointing 
and  it  must  be  hoped  that  the  changes  made  by  the  Housing  Act  I969  will 
result  in  an  improvement  next  year.
